I beg to report that the Shanghai Ominbus Company's 
Buses resumed running. as usual, in this District this morning, 


but were withdrawn from the streets again at 2p.m. owing to inter 
-ference by strike agitaters, and after ore of the Buses plying 


on Yangtszepeo Read had been attacked and damaged by strike 
agitators. 

At Ga.m. today three tramcars, for No. 7 Route, left 
the Yangtszepoo Road Depot, to resume running, but these cars 
were only brought as far as the corner of Broadway and Muirhead 
Road, when the drivers took them back to the Depot again. Their 
reason for doing so being, that they had been informed that if 
they proceeded further, loafers were going to attack and break 
up the cars. Three cars te run in 8 and 9 Routes were also taken 
out of the Depot at 6a.m. today but they only went as far as Broad 
-way Bridge, and then returned to the Depot, the drivers giving 
the same mxcuse for returning the cars as the others herein afore- 
mentioned. . 

At Ilp.m. today about 450 tram Drivers, Conductors, 
and Inspectors, assembled at the Yangtszepoo Road Depot ready to 
take out their cars, and resume work, on condition that the 
Chinese who were injured, and arrested, in the fracas with the 
Police on Nanking Road last night, would be compensated, for 
injuries received, by the Tramway Company. These men waited at 
the Depot until the Tram Company's Compradore, Mr. Leo Kyih Tsang 
arrived in his car, and told them to return to their homes, and 
that they could return to their work tomorrew, the 24/1/'27, also 
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that in the meantime he would interview the Managers of the Tram 
-way Company with a view to an amicable settlement being made.
